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City Voters Will Choose Tuesday 
Among City Council Candidates

Seven candidates competing for five city council seats 
are on the hustings, working hard to capture the votes of 
Greenbelt’s 3,106 eligible voters. Because the Tuesday, 
September 15, election appears to be devoid of major issues 
to divide the candidates, voters may have to look to other 
factors as they make their selection — things like the indi¬ 
vidual candidates* degree and length of involvement, lead¬ 
ership and experience in the city, their performance at the 
various cablecast candidate forums, the views contained in 
their literature and advertisements, and their personalities. 


The degree of the candidates’ 
support for particular projects 
such as the Cultural Arts Center 
and North End School renova¬ 
tion could also be an ingredient 
in voters’ decision-making. 

Of special interest is the order 
in which candidates finish. Coun¬ 
cils have traditionally chosen the 
top vote getter as mayor, al¬ 
though the city charter is silent 
on this point 

About 55% of Greenbelt’s reg¬ 
istered voters are expected to 
cast their oallots next Tuesday 
to elect the five city council mem¬ 
bers who will head the municipal 
government for the next two 
years. Incumbents Gil W T eidenfeld. 
Thomas X. White, Edward V. J. 
Futens, Antoinette “Toni” Bram 
and Joseph C* Isaacs are seeking 
return to council. The challen¬ 


gers are Keith Chernikoff and 
Irene Hensel. 

The current campaign is in 
some respects a mirror image of 
1981 and 1983. There are no 
referenda and no slates. Issues 
dominating the political scene are 
similar to those in the previous 
election—development and zoning, 
parkland, traffic and road im¬ 
provements, transportation and 
crime prevention and control. 

Surfacing recently was citizen 
and council concern over the 
county’s recommendation to the 
state that Kenilworth Avenue 
should be extended northward as 
a four-lane divided highway. It 
is feared that the extension 
would eventually link up with the 
city-opposed Inter-County Con¬ 
nector, which would route traf¬ 
fic through the Greenbelt corri-

dor. 

Another issue raised during the 
campaign is the question of the 
design of the Kenilworth-Green- 
belt Road interchange. Greenbelt- 
ers will be asked to grade the 
project in the city-prepared 
questionnaire. (See questionnaire 
page 14. 

The questionnaire, which will 
also be available at all polling 
places, deals with city programs 
and services. A new section, en¬ 
titled “What’s Your Beef?” asks 
for citizen advice on how the city 
can better serve residents. 

The Greenbelt Connection will 
be transporting voters to and 
See ELECTION, page 6, col.

Candidates for Council Answer 
Citizens’ Questions at CFG Forum

The question and answer 
session at the Candidates 
Night sponsored by the Citi¬ 
zens for Greenbelt on Au¬ 
gust 27 elicited some com¬ 
ments on subjects which 
had not been spoken to by 
the candidates running for 
city council when they made 
their opening statements. 

Former CFG president Eunice 
Coxon cited three recent acci¬ 
dents at the Greenbelt Road- 
Kenilworth Avenue intersection 
and asked whether the candidates 
would favor a special traf¬ 
fic monitoring detail, made up of 
state and Greenbelt police, for 
the interchange until proper sign¬ 
age is in place. 

Challenger Irene Hensel, who 
alternately suggested either bull¬ 
dozing or dynamiting the inter¬ 
change, was less interested in 
monitoring it than in getting 
citizens out to the September 28 
meeting with state highway offi¬ 
cials to find out what they intend 
to do about it. She charged that

this design was chosen because 
the Department of Transporta¬ 
tion intends to extend Kenilworth 
Avenue and connect it to the 
Intercounty Connector. “Come out 
on the 28th by the hundreds,” she 
urged, “and tell the state De¬ 
partment of Transportation that 
this interchange, period, is not 
acceptable.” “We can win!” she 
said to loud applause. 

Mayor pro tempore Thomas 
X. White, who said he did not 
subscribe to explosives (“con¬ 
trary to wnat you may have 
heard,” he added), came out in 
favor of monitoring but added 
that he also favored physical 
traffic control and working with 
the State Highway Administra¬ 
tion officials on the 28th to come 
up with a i^asible solution “to 
make an unsafe situation safe.” 

Incumbent council member An¬ 
toinette M. Bram agreed that the 
signs at the intersection need 
to he improved. She favored traf¬ 
fic monitoring but felt it should 
be done by the state police and 
not by the Greenbelt police. 

Joseph Isaacs, also an incum¬ 
bent, said that the problems at 
the intersection are “structural” 
and that a mistake of the SHA 
“shouldn’t be the responsibility 
of the Greenbelt police.” He call¬ 
ed it “another example of the 
SHA dumping on Greenbelt” and 
suggested that they should own 
up to their mistake. 


Incumbent Edward V. J. Putens 
agreed that the interchange needs 
to be monitored mornings and 
evenings (bat not by the Green¬ 
belt police). He also said he is 
asking Greenbelt’s state senator 
Leo Green (who was present) to 
“assist us in this effort.” 

Challenger Keith Chernikoff 
characterized the traffic problem 
as “acute” and said that it needs 
to be addressed at once. “The 
SHA needs 10 let a contract fas¬ 
ter than they ever have done 
before” to fix the problems, he 
said, emphasizing also that the 
SHA should never be allowed to 
widen Kenilworth Avenue. “Peo¬ 
ple need to make sure they are 
here on the 28th,” he urged. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld announ¬ 
ced that the city had sent let¬ 
ters to SHA administrator Hal 
Kassoff and to SHA District En¬ 
gineer Michael Snyder asking 
them both to be at the meeting 
on September 28. He advised 
everyone to fill out a citizen sur¬ 
vey, including a section on the 
interchange, to be available at 
the polling places at the election 
on September 15. (The question¬ 
naire is also being published in 
the News Review elsewhere in 
this issue.) “We need them to see 
the light and feel the heat.” 
Weidenfeld &aid, and also urged

1987 Election Procedures

Voting on election day, Tuesday, September 15, will bi 
held from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. at four polling places — th< 
Greenbelt Municipal Building (Precinct 3-Center), Nortl 
End School (Precinct 6-North End), Springhill Lake Foun 
tain Lodge (Precinct 8-Springhill Lake), and Greenbria: 
Community Center (Precinct 13-Greenbelt East).. 


Greenbelters will elect five 
council members, all at large, for 
a two-year term. In order to be 
elected, a candidate must receive 
40% of the votes cast. If fewer 
than five candidates receive such 
a vote, a run-off election will be 
held one week later on Tuesday, 
September 22. 

In a run-off election the ballot 
will consist of those unsuccess¬ 
ful candidates receiving the high¬ 
est number of votes, up to twice 
as many names as there are po¬ 
sitions to oe filled. Candidates 
polling the greatest number of 
votes are declared winners in 
the run-off election regardless of 
the percentage of votes received. 

The 40% requirement for elec¬ 
tion was introduced in 1967. Ear¬ 
lier a majority vote was required, 
frequently resulting in run-off 
elections. Since 1967 no run-offs 
have taken place. The last run-off 
election in 1965 pitted Richard 
Pilski against Clifford Simonson. 
Pilski won by one vote. 

If all five council members are 
elected on September 15, there 
will be an organizational meet¬ 
ing of the new council on Mon¬ 
day, September 21. (This meeting 


is set by charter.) If there is s 
run-off election, the organization' 
al meeting will be held on Mon¬ 
day, September 28, 

Upon being sworn in. the new¬ 
ly elected council will choose the 
mayor. 

Voters will also be asked to 
complete a city-prepared infor¬ 
mation questionnaire dealing with 
city programs, services, etc. (See 
page 14) 

Applications for absentee bal¬ 
lots may be obtained in the city 
clerk’s office in the Municipal 
Building until noon Monday, Sep¬ 
tember 14. The ballots must be 
returned to the city clerk no later 
than 6 p;m. on election day, Tues¬ 
day, September 15, Any qualified 
voter who is unable to vote in 
the election because of religious 
beliefs, physical condition or ab¬ 
sence from the city on election 
day may voce by absentee ballot. 
Ballots may be obtained at the 
clerk’s office and completed at the 
same time.

Don't Take a Turn 
for the Worse 

To the Drivers of Greenbelt: 

Many of us are successfully a- 
voiding the disaster area where 
Kenilworth Road sneaks beneath 
Greenbelt Road, but not all of 
our friends and neighbors have 
figured out how to do this. The 
Committee To Avoid the Green¬ 
belt Road - Kenilworth Avenue 
Interchange hereby offers the 
following suggestions. 

One of the easiest ways to get 
from, for example, Springhill 
Lake to Joe’s Carryout, is to: go 
west to Rhode Island Avenue, go 
North to Sunny side Road, go 
East to Edmonston Road, and go 
left to Crescent. 

There are other more difficult 
w r ays to avoid the intersection, 
including going down to Good 
jSuck Road all the way to Cipria- 
no, or even taking 410 to the 
Parkway; but this requires you 
to go through College Park. 
Rhode Island to Sunnyside takes 
only 3 miles more travel, while 
410 and the Parkway require 6, 
and Good Luck to Cipriano re¬ 
quires 10 extra miles. 

Going STRAIGHT through the 
intersection in any direction is 
a lot safer than turning there. 
In fact, the problem is to make 
your turn somewhere other than 
at the ‘Gulf of Kenilworth.’ 
When I drive through the disas¬ 
ter area in the leftmost lane, and 
turn right onto Pontiac at the 
gate to W’estchester Park, then 
I wander the back streets of Ber¬ 
wyn Heights looking for Giant, 
or 56th St. at the Dunkin’ 
Doughnut Shop. 

Coming home is simple. I go 
east on Greenbelt Road all the 
way to Southway, waiting out 
the two Eternity lights. To a- 
void turning into the Funnel. I 
stay in the second lane from the 
right. 

There is just one report of the 
dozen or so committees dealing 
with the Kenilworth Disaster.

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Seven Candidates for City Council Appear at Green Ridge House

Forty-two Green Ridge House senior citizens plus a 
handful of visitors heard the seven Greenbelt city council 
candidates outline their agendas on Tuesday, Sept, 2, at the 
Ridge Road facility. Introduced by Jim Cassels, president 
of the Resident's Association, each candidate outlined past 
accomplishments and future plans. 

Challenger Irene Hensel described her 29 years as an 
activist in such ventures as the fight to relocate the high 
school and the zoning battles which led her to help form 
Citizens for Greenbelt. As a council member, she would 
“want to hear from you” rather than just make decisions 
herself. 


Mayor Gil Weidenfeld noted 
his “proudest accomplishment” as 
his role in getting Green Ridge 
House built where it is today. As 
head of the Council of Govern¬ 
ments, he made “top priority that 
COG make a study of senior citi¬ 
zen housing in the . . . area.” 
As “the longest serving mayor 
in city history,” he said he 
“strives for consensus” and “is 
a team player willing to compro¬ 
mise” to reach productive de¬ 
cisions by the council. He also 
cited his experience as an attor¬ 
ney and engineer. 

Incumbent council member Ed 
Putens drew laughter when he 
opened his remarks with “Can 
I ditto Mr. Weidenfeld? I 
think he covered a lot.” Echoing 
Hensel, he spoke of city staff and 
citizens cooperating to bring 
about the best decisions of coun¬ 
cil. Referring to his recent News 
Review ad, “Graying of Green¬ 
belt,” he suggested outreach 
programs, exercise programs, a 
drop-in center and help with 
part-time employment as new 
needs for senior citizens. 

Joe Isaacs, serving his first 
term on council, stressed the 
council’s role in adding parkland, 
increasing recreation programs 
and enlarging the police force. 
He said he ‘personally initiated 
the concept of promoting state 
legislation . . . which created a 
$1 million fund from which the 
city is pursuing a grant of $100,- 
000 to bring adult day care to 
the North End Center.” Citing 
his health care background, he 
noted that two years ago he 
brought a panel of experts to 
Greenbelt to discuss senior citi¬ 
zen housing. He accented that 
“we need more control of o 
growth.” 

Challenger Keith Chernikoff, a 
systems analyst, spoke of his 
philosophy of helping in the com¬ 
munity: returning benefits others 
had given him. “I sat down with 
citizens (to work) for the North 
End Center.” Citing Roosevelt 
Center as “a problem there for 
many years,” he said council 
needs “to focus its energy on that 
issue and use its resources to

resolve the problems (and) work 
with the owner.” Holding up a 
special report given the city on 
special populations needs, he 
challenged council to make needed 
decisions. 

Tom White, currently Mayor 
pro tern, cited wide experience 
with Greenbelt Homes, Inc., on 
committees and its board, while 
it was inolved in the first master 
plan for Greenbelt. He stressed 
that he “wanted to make council 
more efficient” in decision-mak¬ 
ing which (on the Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter issue, for instance) “has been 
fragmented.” He listed “ener¬ 
getically pursuing” parkland ac¬ 
quisition (with bond issue money) 
as a priority during the next two 
years. He cautioned careful ex¬ 
amination of financial as well as 
physical aspects of Roosevelt 
Center renewal. 

Antoinette (Toni) Bram, a 
two-term council member, cited 
her “dismay at the kind and 
numbers of crime in the city” and 
said “we cannot tolerate drug 
activities.” She said “I feel 
strongly the next council must 
concentrate efforts to combat the 
problem in a determined and rea¬ 
soned fashion.” City leaders must 
continue “consistent good judg¬ 
ment” in keeping a balance of 
comfort for all ages in the city, 
in the face of traffic congestion, 


land development, and added air 
pollution. She suggested the city 
might explore the eminent do¬ 
main approach to Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter, since much “of our problem 
arises from our lack of autonomy 
there.” While urging prudence in 
spending, she mentioned her pro¬ 
posal at a council work session 
that they seek matching funds 
for a senior day care center at 
North End Center. 

The introductions provided 
facts and formats; the question- 
answer session provided emotion. 
The big question concerned the 
recently opened Kenilworth- 
Greenbelt Road interchange, and 
all the candidates were vehement 
in their reactions. “Why didn’t 
you (council) do something about 
it before it was built?” asked 
one resident. Mayor Weidenfeld 
said “the experts said it would 
work. Now we’ve tried it and 
it doesn’t work.” He urged all 
citizens to turn out for a public 
hearing with Highway Depart¬ 
ment officials on September 28. 
“Thirteen million dollars was put 
into that mess, and we’re going 
to demand that they do some¬ 
thing about it.” 

Putens agreed that “we need 
to put the heat right where it 
belongs: on the Highway De¬ 
partment.” ‘ The city is going 
to have to say ‘I told you so,’ ” 
commented Bram, who cautioned 
everyone to use the intersection 
carefully. White said that the 
highway “people are wedded to 
their decision. They don’t think 
it’s bad. I don’t think it will 
operate safely when finished. We 
need to make meaningful sugges¬ 
tions.” 

Hensel called the intersection 
a “monstrosity’ and said it 
wasn’t a “mistake” but a part 
of a plan to widen Kenilworth 
Avenue to eventually hook up 
with the Inter-County Connec¬ 
tor. Local residents were never

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considered, she said. “I think the 
citizens of jchis community can 
turn it around . . . and not ac¬ 
cept any less than (that) they 
do something drastic to change 
it.” 

Chernikoff said “we need to 
provide them (at the hearing) 
with a clear understanding of the 
problems and give them some of 
our solutions.” “We want mean¬ 
ingful answers,” stressed Isaacs. 
“In all of last year, there were 
12 serious accidents there: there 
have been four in the last 10 
days. The State Highway De¬ 
partment has literally dumped 
on Greenbelt.” 

The second question was, “Can 
the city go beyond its borders to 
control zoning?” Isaacs suggest¬ 
ed that “we need to change coun¬ 
ty (which controls zoning) think¬ 
ing.” CherniKoff said, “We have 
to fight smarter” by using city 
studies to counter arguments by 
developers against more parkland 
in developed areas. White cited 
the vulnerability of the Beltsville 
Research Center. When this and 
other unde/eloped land (surplus 
school sites, Greenbelt Park, 
NASA land) are in danger of 
being sold and developed, he ex¬ 
plained, “we need to do a better 


job to put into the process (of 
development) better buffers 
around densely developed por¬ 
tions.” He said the city needs 
to fight sale of government land. 

Bram fea/s the sale of BARC 
land along Edmonston Road 
which would then be developed 
right to the city line. “It has 
always been my dream to ap¬ 
proach the federal government 
and ask for a green belt from our 
city to Powder Mill Road . . . 
once we have our belt, then put 
in our charter that it never can 
be changed.” “We’ve lost a lot,” 
said Putens, “but by mandatory 
dedication, we’ve been able to ac¬ 
quire land. We ought to give 
tax incentives for land donation.” 

Weidenfeld cited Greenhills, 
Ohio, as being able to keep its 
green space, because it was never 
sold. “That is not the case in 
Greenbelt. The best thing we have 
going is the development of sin¬ 
gle-family homes,” where there 
is mandatory dedication of park¬ 
land. “We buy only those par¬ 
cels most strategic and needed 
by the city,” because land prices 
have soared. Hensel said she’d 
like to see the city try to get 
the county lo set a moratorium 
on continued building in Green¬ 
belt East, because as building 
continues, “the roads stay the 
same. It’s awful.”

Herbert Levy, Executive 
Director of the National As¬ 
sociation of Housing Coop¬ 
eratives, visited the board of 
directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. at the board's 
meeting on August 20. Levy 
was attempting to retain 
what he described as “a re¬ 
lationship which has existed 
almost from the beginning" 
of NAHC, which was found¬ 
ed in 1950, two years before 
GHI came into existence. 

Earlier this year the GHI 
hoard had voted not to renew its 
membership in NAHC, At the 
time, the directors cited a num¬ 
ber of reasons for their actions, 
most reflecting a perception that 
that NAHC existed primarily for 
and was run by the large coop¬ 
eratives (mainly in New York) 
which are subsidized or were 
built by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 
These are therefore very differ¬ 
ent in their management and 
concerns from market equity co¬ 
ops such as GHI. 

Levy said that he thought the 
estrangement came about because 
“a long relationship began to be 
taken for granted.” He said that 
NAHC has “paid insufficient at¬ 
tention to GHTs needs and con¬ 
cerns.” He outlined the servic¬ 
es that NAHC provides for its 
members (including “a Washing¬ 
ton presence for co-ops,” repre¬ 
sentation on the international 
level, annual conferences, and 
publications dealing with matters 
of concern to co-ops). 

He also emphasized that, in his 
view, NAHC was moving away 
? rom its preoccupation with HUD- 
related co-ops. He illustrated 
:his point by noting that the con¬ 
ferences now have different 
bracks” so that participants can 
:hoose workshops which relate 
to the type of co-op they repre¬ 
sent. 

Levy took his licks in the re¬ 
sponses from GHI board mem¬ 
bers. GHI Vice-President Wayne 
Williams said he was tired of be¬ 
ing told that NAHC did not like 
market equity co-ops such as G- 
HI (where the member benefits 
from any gain in market price 
when he sells his unit). Secre¬ 
tary Andrea Haslingers spoke of 
the cliques which dominated the 
inference she had attended, 
’resident Margaret Hogensen 
ited the “infighting” which goes 
n in the organization. She 
barged that the NAHC board 
neetings are delayed and paroch- 
ilized by these disagreements, 
lecause of these internal divis- 
ins, she said, she had relinquish- 
d her seat on the NAHC hoard. 

Hogensen and Williams, how- 
;ver, as in the earlier vote, ex¬ 
pressed their belief that GHI, 
iespite its differences with N£- 
IC, should retain its member- 
hip, While continuing to deplore 
he infighting, Hogensen conelud- 
d: “We should stick with NA- 
IC if we are going to he effec- 
ive on the national level.” 

GHI Treasurer Ray McCawley 
who replaced Hogensen on the 
FAHC board) and Director Nan- 
y Hutchins also pointed out that 
HI needs to be represented in 
national-level organization, Mc- 
awley also argued that GHI 
iiould not expect only to derive 
enefits from such exchanges hut 
hould also expect to contribute 
xpertise and experience. 

At the end of a long discus- 
ion, the hoard passed a motion 
y Haslinger to reconsider the 
latter of GHTs membership in 
JAHC at its next meeting. The 
lotion passed 7-1, with Director 


Mac Wirick opposed. 

Clark Recognition Agreement 

Another lengthy discussion in¬ 
volved a recognition agreement 
with Clark Financial Services, a 
private mortgage hanking firm 
which has requested approval as 
a lender for GHI units. Since 
GHI (as well as the individual 
borrower) is involved in the 
mortgages on GHI units, such 
firms have to have a ‘recognition 
agreement’ approved by the 
board of directors of GHI. 

According to GHI Manager 
Ron Colton’s memo to the board, 
“A recognition agreement is nec¬ 
essary because a member who 
takes a share loan is indebted 
both to the cooperative for the 
monthly charges and to the lend¬ 
er for the share loan. If the 
borrower fails to make one or 
both payments, a foreclosure ac¬ 
tion is necessary and a procedure 
must be devised to ensure that 
both the cooperative and the len¬ 
der are repaid the sums due 
them. If the amount recovered in 
the foreclosure action is less than 
the combined sum of the debts, 
then either the lender or the co¬ 
operative loses money . . , Un¬ 
der the terms of all the recogni¬ 
tion agreements adopted by the 
GHI hoard, in the event of a loss 
upon default by the borrowed, 
GHI’s co-op fees are at risk. 

According to Colton, recogni¬ 
tion agreements are at present 
in effect with the Share Loan 
Service Corporation, the Green- 
belt and NASA credit unions, 
and Ronzetti Mortgage Company. 
Certain other firms which have 
had such agreements in the past, 
such as EPIC, Community [Sav¬ 
ings and Loan, and First Mary¬ 
land, went out of business during 
the Maryland savings and loan 
debacle which started more than 
two years ago. 

Points at Issue 

The issue between GHI and 
Clark Financial Services concern¬ 
ed changes which GHI proposed 
to put in their recognition agree¬ 
ment to protect GHI against los¬ 
ses in the future. Shekar Nara- 
simhan. Executive Vice-President 
of Clark Financial Services (and 
a past General Manager of GHI), 
objected to the inclusion of these 
provisions on the grounds that 
they are not present in the rec¬ 
ognition agreements under which 
the other lenders in GHI are op¬ 
erating. All Clark Financial Ser¬ 
vices has asked, he said, was “a 
level playing field” with the same 
rules for all the lenders. 

Of the four provisions GHI 
wanted to put in the recognition 
agreement to protect its own as¬ 
sets, Narasimhan objected to 
three. These would have imposed 
conditions on his firm which are 
not borne by the other lenders. 
However, he finally agreed to ac¬ 
cept these conditions if the rec¬ 
ognition agreements under which 
the other lenders operate are also 
changed and if the new form of 
the agreement is approved by the 
Federal National Mortgage Asso¬ 
ciation (familiarly known as 
Fannie Mae). 

Narasimhan agreed to work 
with GHI in attempting to expe¬ 
dite the process of getting Fan¬ 
nie Mae’s approval. (Fannie Mae 
approval of the recognition a- 
greements is essential since that 
organization ends up buying al¬ 
most all co-op loans from the or¬ 
iginal lenders.) 

The fourth change proposed by 
GHI — a mutual exchange of fin¬ 
ancial statements —■ presented no 
problems. The board already had 
Clark Financial’s statements for 
the past two years at the meet¬ 
ing. Director Chuck Hess, a cer¬ 
tified public accountant asked 
some searching questions based 


on the firm’s financial statement. 

Hess particularly questioned 
the liability-to-equity ratio, stat¬ 
ing that in 1985 (the first full 
year of the firm’s operation) the 
ratio was 2 to 1, and that by 1986 
liabilities had increased so that 
the ratio was 30 to 1. Clark Gold¬ 
stein, President of Clark Finan¬ 
cial Services, explained that the 
liabilities of his firm, like that of 
all mortgage banking firms, vary 
widely from one period to an¬ 
other, since mortgages are re¬ 
tained for a short period after 
they are made and then sold in 
the secondary market or to in¬ 
vestors. During the intervening 
period, the firm utilizes a line of 
credit which shows up as a lia¬ 
bility. Since a financial state¬ 
ment reflects the status of the 
firm on a specific day (December 
31), the equity-to-liability ratio 
may swing widely from one year 
to another. 

In response to questions, Gold¬ 
stein noted that the line of credit 
was secured by the personal 
guarantee of the owners of the 
firm and that the bank “gets the 
notes as well as the personal 
guarantee.” 

Some Mortgages Already Set 

Hogensen brought up a fur¬ 
ther problem, saying that she 
understood that Clark Financial 
Services had already negotiated 
tentative agreements with “10 to 
15” purchasers of GHI units. She 
and other members of the hoard 
made it clear that they resented 
being put in the position of 
granting a recognition agreement 
or, as Haslinger expressed it, 
leaving some buyers and sellers 
who thought they had bought or 
sold units “out on the edge.” 

Goldstein defended the firm’s 
action by saying that he had a 
recognition agreement with GHI 
and had no way of knowing that 
it had not been approved by the 
board. The recognition agreement 
which he referred to had been 
granted to the firm when it 
served as the origination agent 
for the Prince Georges County 
revenue bonds which were issued 
in 1984 and 1985. There followed 
a brief, inconclusive discussion of 
whether that agreement could be 
considered “valid,” 

At length the board voted to 
grant Clark Financial approval 
to make 25 loans on GHI units. 
After this number is reached, 
the agreement will be reeval¬ 
uated, Wirick emphasized that 
the firm should not make infor¬ 
mal agreements with any borrow¬ 
ers above that figure. He did not 
want the board to find itself 
again in the position of working 
a hardship on its members and 
prospective members if it didn’t 
extend the agreement. 

Trash Enclosures Revisited 

According to Colton, GHI has 
received several letters asking 
that the rules (which now re¬ 
quire trash cans to be placed in 
trash closets or separate enclos¬ 
ures) be revised. These members 
contend that today’s heavy plas¬ 
tic trash cans are tough, sanitary 
and rodent-proof. Slides present* 
ed by the GHI staff illustrated 
that many members are defying 
the regulations while also pro¬ 
viding creative, often natural 
screening for their trash cans. 

The trash enclosures sold by 
GHI, on the other hand, had no 
defenders. On the testimony of 
members present (including some 
of the hoard members), they are 
flimsy and prone to rust. Wil¬ 
liams even made a motion that 
GHI stop selling the present en¬ 
closures after the current supply 
is exhausted. The motion failed, 
with only Williams and Wirick 


supporting it 

Since the hour was late, the 
hoard decided by consensus to 
have the staff bring the issue 
hack to the board with proposed 
changes in the language of the 
regulations. 

Tougher Membership Criteria? 

Member Eunice Coxon appear¬ 
ed before the board to discuss 
the new membership applications 
which she felt should be put in 
the members’ books of rules and 
regulations. She also pointed to 
the omission of a previous re¬ 
quirement that prospective mem¬ 
bers furnish personal character 
references. 

Coxon said that, in her opin¬ 
ion, abolishing the requirement 
for personal references was “un¬ 
wise and unrealistic.” Hogensen 
replied that she thought the re¬ 
quirement had been removed at 
the request of HUD. Coxon 
said that she had spoken to an 
official of HUD, who had given 
an informal opinion that GHI 
could continue to require such 
references. 

However, Ilogensen’s point was 
supported by Rayetta Henson, 
GHI Processing Coordinator, who 
deals with all membership appli¬ 
cations. Henson also noted that 
one applicant had threatened to 
sue the corporation because of 


the former requirement. Director 
Betty Deitch was unimpressed 
by this. “Anybody can threaten 
to sue for anything,” she said. 

Member and former chair of 
the Audit Committee Janet James 
agreed with Coxon. She said that 
merely asking for personal ref¬ 
erences tended to upgrade the 
standards for membership. 

Williams said that he was in 
general agreement with these 
comments. He explained that the 
members had asked that the cri¬ 
teria be loosened in the matter 
of unrelated adults sharing a 
unit (a change which was made 
last year) but that now perhaps 
the pendulum had swung too far 
the other way on other criteria. 

Other Actions 

The board voted to grant per¬ 
mission to member Ben Gold- 
faden to construct a privacy 
screen at his residence in the 
26 Court of Ridge Road, Ap¬ 
proval, which had previously 
been denied, was based on a 
modified plan which reduced the 
length of the screen. The vote 
of the board was 6 to 2, with 
Hutchins and Deitch opposed. 

The board approved by con¬ 
sensus a new landscaping plan 
for the 4 Court of Gardenway, 
where parking had been en¬ 
croaching on green space.

Current readers recall many 
feature articles and historical 
pieces on Greenbelt which she 
has written for the paper recent¬ 
ly, over and above her 50th anni¬ 
versary tasKs.

people to attend the meeting on 
the 28th. 

Perfect Agreement 

A question by Larry Goldberg, 
14 Court of Hillside, elicited un¬ 
animous agreement from incum¬ 
bents and challengers. He asked 
why the Roosevelt Center gets 
so much attention when large 
numbers of the population live 
in other parts of the city. Putens, 
the only candidate who lives out¬ 
side old Greenbelt, summed it up 
when he said, “It is a fallacy” 
to think that people in other 
parts of the city don’t care about 
the Center. He pointed out that 
the people who are moving into 
Greenbelt East’s newest develop¬ 
ment, Greenbrook, have lived in 
Greenbelt for an average of 14 
years. “Their concerns and their 
hearts are right here—this is 
our town,” he said. 

Weideufeid described “the feel¬ 
ing you get when you drive into 
Greenbelt—trees, shrubs, green 
space.” He said that this his¬ 
toric part of the city, however, 
doesn’t have the proper image 
and must be made better. He said 
it must preserve the small town 
atmosphere where “you meet 
your neighbors.” 

Isaacs also expressed the view 
that the other sections of the 
city are interested in the preser¬ 
vation of the center. “This is 
where it all began/’ he said. 

Chernikoff emphasized that the 
city has a “leadership role to 
play in trying to revitalize the 
Center” since it is the historic 
core of the city and the city 
has “an enormous responsibility” 
for it. 

Bram insisted that the Center 
has to be preserved for its sig¬ 
nificance in Greenbelt’s history— 
“for the way we were,” She 
suggested that the city could buy 
the buildings through the con¬ 
demnation process and then lease 
them out. 

Calling it “a commercial center 
in a park,” White called for “a 
more intense focus” on the center 
by the city council. He main¬ 
tained that the fact that the city 
owns the Mall itself and the 
parking surrounding it makes the 
responsibility of the city for the 
Center “unique.” 

Co-ops in the Center 

Later in the evening, Lily 
Goldberg, also of the 14 Court 
of Hillside, asked two questions 
in one (over the objections of 
moderator Barry Schlesinger): 
(1) What about co-ops in the 
Center and (2) What can the 
citizens do about the traffic at 
the interchange? The responses 
to the second question elicited 
little that had not already been 
said in response to Coxon’s ques¬ 
tion. 

On the subject of co-ops. all 
candidates who spoke to the issue 
spoke favorably to the idea of a 
co-op to take over some of the 
buildings in the Center. Weiden- 
feld said that he would support 
any way “to accomplish what we 
want to accomplish in the Cen¬ 
ter” but didn’t want to pin him¬ 
self down to any one method. 
White specifically said he was 
against the idea of condemna¬ 
tion because he “doesn’t think the 
city has that kind of role to play” 
in the Center. 

Five*Year Budget 

Anthony Fisano, a resident of 
Lakewood, asked why the five- 
year city budget, available for the 
first time, didn’t show how much 
money would be available for 
construction of buildings for the 


next five years. Weidenfeld, who 
was the only candidate to respond 
to the question, said that the 
capital construction budget was 
separate from the city’s operat¬ 
ing budget and that only the 
latter had been put on a five- 
year basis. Major construction 
(such as North End School reno¬ 
vation) was funded outside the 
regular budget (by the bond is¬ 
sue or special tax levy. 

Crime Problems 

Mat Ambarg of the 6 Court of 
Hillside asked whether the can¬ 
didates felt the police force is 
sufficiently large in view of the 
increased vandalism, violence and 
thefts. He noted that some of the 
crimes seem to be rooted in rac¬ 
ism and raised some question 
about whether the police officers 
are properly trained to deal with 
this aspect of the problems. He 
mentioned problems “with one or 
two of the officers,” asked what 
the candidates would do about 
these problems and whether there 
are “wider societal problems 
which need lo be addressed.” 

Isaacs, noting that as a matter 
of fact violent crime has not 
increased dramatically in Green¬ 
belt but that arrests for drug 
violations have increased, that 
he has proposed a three-prong 
approach to the problem: massive 
education efforts, intervention 
procedures by expanding Green¬ 
belt CARES, and an interjuris- 
dictional agreement for search 
and seizure to attack “supply 
houses” in the area. He called 
the Greenbelt police force “ex¬ 
cellent.” 

Bram said more police do not 
necessarily reduce crime; how¬ 
ever, she stressed that, in her 
view, there may be too many new 
people on the force who do not 
understand Greenbelt. “The real 
training in Greenbelt,” she said, 
takes place when the more exper¬ 
ienced officers take the new ones 
(for field training).” 

Putens suggested that the peo¬ 
ple should take a look at who is 
being arrested: many come from 
outside the city. He said we need 
more police and more training, as 
well as drug counseling and a 
Selective Enforcement Unit. On 
the subject of problems in the 
department, he said there are 
bound to be problems in any large 
organization and suggested that 
more training would help. 

Chernikoff pointed out that the 
drug problem is coming out in 
the open, possibly because of the 
Len Bias case. He said that he 
thought that police staffing 
“needs to be looked at on a 
measured basis” to make sure 
Greenbelt gets its money’s worth. 
“We don’t need the most expen¬ 
sive police department but we 
need the bast,” he said. He also 
said that he has been impressed 
with the leadership provided by 
Police Chief James R. Craze. 

White said he had respect for 
and pride in the Greenbelt police 
department. He gave the police 
chief good marks and asserted 
that “moraie has never been 
higher.” He noted that the coun¬ 
cil gave the department, in the 
budget just passed, almost every¬ 
thing the department asked for, 
and said that the emphasis on 
crime which comes. to the fore 
during every election campaign is 
“election hype and it troubles 
me.” 

Hensel emphasized citizen in¬ 
volvement: “Be a nosey neigh¬ 
bor,” she said. She also pointed 
to the benefits of the crime 
watch program and suggested 
that the Giaenbelt Homes, Inc. 
areas of the city should institute 
one. ‘There should be a court

captain in each court,” she said. 
She also advocated a crime watch 
in the Center. 

Weidenfeld called the Greenbelt 
police department “the best mu¬ 
nicipal police department in the 
state” and insisted that “there 
is not another place in the county 
which is patrolled as well as 
Greenbelt.” He recalled that he 
had taken the initiative in get¬ 
ting the Crime Prevention Com¬ 
mittee formed and getting the 
citizens involved. He said that 
Greenbelt is doing new things to 
help combat crime but he too 
said that “you can’t reduce crime 
unless you get the community 
involved.” 

Change in City Elections 

Alice Robinson of the 2 Court 
of Laurel Hiil asked whether the 
candidates would support changes 
in Greenbelt election procedures 
to permit direct election of the 
mayor and election of the council 
members from election districts. 
None of the candidates support¬ 
ed direct election of the mayor. 
(The mayor is now chosen by 
the newly elected council and 
traditionally the council member 
with the laigest number of votes 
has been chosen.) 

On the second part of the ques¬ 
tion, White and Chernikoff said 
they would support an advisory 
referendum on the question of 
election by districts. Isaacs and 
Hensel indicated that they did 
not think that the matter was a 
priority issue with the voters. 
Bram, Weidenfeld and Putens op¬ 
posed election by districts on the 
grounds that it would promote 
turf battles and parochialism, 
Bram said she had known cases 
in small districts (as they would 
be in Greenbelt) where only one 
person ran for a seat and “could 
have gotten elected by voting for 
himself.” 

State and County Relations 

Ruth Kastner, 3 Court of Cres¬ 
cent, noted what she called a 
“lack of responsiveness” to 
Greenbelt’s needs on the part of 
county and state leaders and ask¬ 
ed what the city can do about it. 

Weidenfeld listed a number of 
cases which ne called “our suc¬ 
cesses.” These included acquisi¬ 
tion of Schrom Hills Park and 
the North End School, block grant 
funds, and the promise of the 
72-acre former school board prop¬ 
erty (if the city is willing to 
pay the indebtedness). He ack¬ 
nowledged, nowever, that “some¬ 
times our concerns are in con¬ 
flict with what the county sees 
as its needs.’ 

White also assessed the rela¬ 
tionship as “uneven” and said 
it is something which must al¬ 
ways be worked on. He said 
“What has hurt the most in the 
last several years is the simple 
question of not keeping us in¬ 
formed” of occurrences which 
concern the city. ‘The problem 
is one of arrogance and just 
plain ignoring smaller units of 
government,” he said. He indi¬ 
cated that he was speaking 
“mainly” of the county govern¬ 
ment. 

Putens agreed with the assess¬ 
ment as “uneven” but pointed out 
that the county councilman (Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi) has been sensitive 
to the needs of Greenbelt and 
mentioned the latter’s attempt to 
pass a county law which would 
have put a moratorium on de¬ 
velopment while a master plan 
was under consideration. (The 
attempt failed for lack of sup¬ 
port by other county council 
members.) 

Hensel voiced concern that the 
citizens are not involved as much 
as they should be. “When the city 
council gets wind of something 


it should alert the citizens” for 
help and support, she said. 

Bram focused on the city/ 
county police relationship and 
noted that Greenbelt is independ¬ 
ent of the county in many ways. 
Nevertheless, she said she felt 
that there should be more co¬ 
operation among all the police 
forces in the area. 

Isaacs, however, maintained 
that “it is unfair to say that we 
don’t have a good relationship” 
especially with the delegates from 
this area. He mentioned the part 
he played in Delegate Charles 
Ryan’s introduction of a bill set¬ 
ting up granis for adult day care 
as an example of state officials 
listening to the city’s needs. 

Chernikoff said that the city 
must “clearly enunciate” its con¬ 
cerns, do its homework and speak 
with one voice. He advised a 
closer working relationship with 
the legislative representatives 
and better efforts in keeping them 
informed of the city’s concerns. 

“Bullish on Development” 

Quoting County Executive Par¬ 
ris Glendening as saying that he 
is “bullish on development,” Ste¬ 
ven Curtis, also a former CFG 
president, asked to what extent 
the candidates agreed with this 
philosophy. 

Development found no support¬ 
ers. Chernikoff charged that 
Glendening is ‘“trying to set up 
the Kenilworth extension to give 
us the traffic from Konterra and 
we don’t want it.” 


Putens recalled that the entire 
city council supported Castaldi’s 
bill to put a moratorium on de¬ 
velopment in areas where a mas¬ 
ter plan is under consideration. 
He suggested that “we may need 
some changes at the other higher 
levels—at the county executive 
office.” “We’ve had enough here,” 
he said. 

Isaacs added that Castaldi’s bill 
failed because the business com¬ 
munity which supports Glenden¬ 
ing killed the legislation. 

Bram said that development 
has gone oeyond the “healthy” 
point “a long time ago.” “It is 
time for it to stop—it has gone 
beyond what we need or want,” 
she said. 

White pointed out that he was 
the only member of council to 
vote against a variance (which 
allowed one project in Greenbelt 
East to proceed). He also main¬ 
tained that “the county and the 
county executive are not nearly 
discriminating enough in develop¬ 
ment.” 

Weidenfeld reminded the lis¬ 
teners that ne had made his po¬ 
sition clear when he testified 
against the Kenilworth Avenue 
extension. “We’ve had enough— 
we have to keep saying it,” he 
said. 

On the subject of the relation¬ 
ship of the county to the develop¬ 
ers, however, Hensel had the 
last word. Tf they hold out a 
buck, the county says ‘Sure! Do 
it!’ ” she said.

If any of the readers are employees of Prince George’s Coun¬ 
ty’s hospital system, currently under the management of Dimen¬ 
sions Health Oorp, (formerly Community Hospital and Health 
Care 'Systems, Inc.), and/or were employed by the former County 
Hospital Commission, and feel that you are and/or were covered 
by an Employee Pension Fund, please read on. 

: It has been alleged that certain former employees of the 
Hospital Commission have experienced great difficulty in 
Obtaining fund balance information for their accounts. 

: Based on the 3rd Amendment recently endorsed by the 
County Council, there appears to be a move afoot to amend 
certain conditions to the existing plan, 

: Since February 1985 repeated attempts have been made 
to the County Executive, County Council and to the form¬ 
er administration & the current management of the hos¬ 
pital system to produce certified verification of the Pen¬ 
sion Fund balances for the following periods: July 1, 1983 
(the date the system was turned over to CHHCS); October 
10, 1985 (period when Mr. Winfield Kelly took control as 
Chairman); January 30, 1986 (time frame 2nd Amendment 
to lease was executed); January 30, 1987 (FY interim per¬ 
iod - June 1987-FY ending would be acceptable), and cur¬ 
rent. To date, the information has no-t been forthcoming, 
although, in March of this year, Mr. Kelly publicly agreed 
to produce same. In fact, certified verification of the other 
discretionary funds for the same time periods should be 
made available. 


This committee is preparing litigation in support of a Glass 
Action suit against certain parties having had a role in the erosion 
of the system. While the current management and county govern¬ 
ment officials are not targets of the pending action, whatever 
questionable practices are uncovered will be pursued regardless 
at whose door step it may lead to.

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Golden Triangle Cleared 
Of Candidates’ Signs 

The Golden Triangle, tradi¬ 
tionally a favorite spot for elec¬ 
tion signs, now has been emptied 
of all sich signs. In recent weeks, 
the issue erupted as to whether 
individual candidates had per¬ 
mission for planting their signs 
on the Triangle’s private proper¬ 
ty. 

Because their signs had been 
taken down, candidate Joseph 
Isaacs (an incumbent city coun- 
cilmember), and a representative 
of candidate Irene Hensel had 
heated exchanges with Joan Gal¬ 
lagher of Rubloff, Inc., the com¬ 
pany that manages much of the 
Triangle, including the part 
where the signs were placed. 
Most of the property on the Tri¬ 
angle, including the land consid¬ 
ered the choice location for signs, 
because it is most visible from 
the Kenilworth Avenue-Greenbelt 
Road interchange, is owned by 
the Prudential Insurance Comp¬ 
anies of America. 

Gallagher said that anyone 
wishing to place a sign on Pru¬ 
dential property must obtain per¬ 
mission from Rubloff. Gallagher 
said that incumbent Mayor pro- 
tem Thomas X. White was the 
only candidate who had asked for 
and received permission to put 
up his sign. 

HenseFs representative told 
the News Review that Hensel 
had received permission from the 
office of Mike Paukstitus of Pru¬ 
dential's realty division. Pauk¬ 
stitus could not be reached for 
comment. 

Isaacs said he received permis¬ 
sion to post his sign from Ox¬ 
ford Development Corporation, 
which is located in a building on 
a three-acre part of the Triangle 
owned by Oxford. However, his 
sign was actually put on Pruden¬ 
tial property. 

Because of the unpleasantness 
surrounding the issue of signs, 
Gallagher requested that White 
take down his sign, even though 
he did have the necessary per¬ 
mission to place a sign on Pru¬ 
dential property. 

Under Maryland law it is un¬ 
lawful to put a political sign on 
private property without permis¬ 
sion of the owner, or to place a 
sign on state, county or city pro¬ 
perty.
